Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's Remarks/ Arguments filed on 7/14/2008 regarding claims 1, 3-10, 12-14, 17- 
23, 25-29, 31 and 33 have been fully considered. Claims 2, 1 1, 15-16, 24, 30, 32 have been 
canceled by applicant. Claims 1, 3-10, 12-14, 17-23, 25-29, 31 and 33 are currently pending. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing an apparatus and method for communicating 
a message over a VI channel over a network, including the unique functions: 

"to establish a connection-oriented virtual interface (VI) channel between the first node 
and the remote node in the local network based on a local physical address of the remote node, 

the channel adapter mapping the local physical address of the remote node to the 
established connection-oriented VI channel to communicate with the remote node; wherein the 
local physical address of the remote node is embedded or provided within the legacy physical 
address of the remote node." 

The closet prior art, Forin et al. (USP 6,321,276), discloses a computer node that 
comprises a virtual interface with send queues and receive queues in a local network 
environment. However, Forin fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations 
of the present application. This renders the claims allowable.
